Natural Gas at Litohfleld. 


Speaking of the natural gus at Lilvhr 


Held a correspondent writes: "Notwith- 
standing Litchfield was abundantly sup- 
plied with an almost unlimited quantity 
of fuel, a new material ban been found in 
the past few years both for fuel and light, 
it being gas and oil. Lubricating oil, 
equal to the best product of the wells 
of West Virginia,' wns found in 1878, and 
natural gas was discovered in 1882. Now 
five miles of gas mains are buried beneath 
the sin-fin* of the st reels, mid over 400 
stoves are operated by gas in place of 
coal and wood, Litchfleld in tlie only 
city west of Ohio that hu» successfully 
put into use tlie product of a gas well. 
The wells are southeast of the city and 
within a radius of two miles. They are 
operated by the Litohfleld Oas, Oil nnd 
Fuel Company. The gns is brought into 
the city under a high pressure to a gaso- 
meter by a three-inch line and is distrib- 
uted under a low pressure by eight, six 
(four and three inch mains. The gas as i 
fuel surpasses any other material je

County—Great Slaughter. 


TOSOOLA, m., Feb. 2.—Nearly 2,000 
ariM» took part in the wolf-drive in 


Douglas county to-day. Fifteen wolves 


•ere killed, and about twenty-five made 


their escape through the lines. The 


•hole of Sargent township was surround- 


ed by a tribe ot sportsmen from Douglas, 
)olee, Edgar, Vermilion and Moultrie 
Bounties, with a not inoonmderable de- 
achment from across the State line in 
ndinn. The township was surrounded 
jy four corps, each bandied by captains, 
'he circle formed by the hunters was 20 
miles in circumference. 
The east line, 


which proved to be the weakest, extend id 
rom Brockton to Newman, along the lit- 
le Ambraw river. The north line, from 
Newman to Brushy Fork, was the strong- 
est. The west line, from Newman to 
lolbrook's farm, contained the greatest 
umber of. hunters. 
The rules prohibited the carrying of 


uns, 
but hundreds were asked to appear 


on foot with clubs and dogs. Fully one- 
tourth of the men were mounted, and it 


3 this violation that afforded the 


wolves opportunities to escape. Precise- 
y at 9 o'clock the different captains gal- 
.oped up and down the lines, tried to fill 
up the gaps and remind the men of the 
responsibilities on their shoulders. The 
east line advanced with a mighty shout. 
The lung power of the beaters must have 
been remarkable, for they kept up the 
yell almost incessantly for two hours. As 
a matter of skillful generalship, the cap- 
Lains erred in allowing this. There were 
five hundred dogs in the hunt, and in tlie 
first fifteen minutes a dozen wolves were 
started up, two of which were killed. 


The round-up was arranged to take 


place on Andy Gwinn's farm, and with 
deafening shouts the line gradually con- 
tracted. A pack of five wolves was dis- 
covered by the east corps. The wolves 
were not of the ordinary prairie kind,but 
were of the "timber" or "gray" species, 
averaging each in weight fifty pounds, 
pounds, and looking not unlike Inrge 
sheep dogs. 'The five in question Were 
almost within range of a snot gun, but 
they did not remain stationary ninny sec- 
onds. Right at the santheast corner wa< 
a gap between the two lines of fully 100 
vards, nnd evidently regarding this open 
ing us providential, the wolves made a 
rush for it. The beaters responded with 
a gallant effort to close the breach, and 
for n moment the excitement wiis intense 
But the wolves escaped. 
The other 


wolves were killed at various points 
along the line.
